Motorists Spied On 


Thc habit of 20 per cent of the driv- 


ers o nthe open road on two-lane high- 
ways of allowing less than a second to 
ccalr an oncoming car was discovered 
with moving picturestakenfrom a mov- 
ing car by T. W. Forbes and T. M. Mut- 
son of Yale University. Thc drivers 
who were spied upon never knew a 
camera eye was recording their "tim- 
ing." As an apparently ordinary unit 
of Traffic Forbes arid Matson drove 
all through the Midwest, Far West and 
Northeast. 


They wanted to know how much 


time the average driver allowed, when 
passing a car going his direction, and 
while a car was coming hcadon toward 
hm, to get back into his own lane. Thc 
time taken was after the driver had 
completed his pass and the arrival of 
the oncoming ear to the point where it 
would have crashed with the passer. 


This is 20 per cent of thc drivers was 


less than one second. Half of this 
20 per cent, the' Yale report staled, 
definitely were operating in a danger 
zone. The rest of the public allowed 
more time. The cautious extreme was 


in the West who refused to pass 


apparently because Western travel i.s 
faster and on straightcr road.s. 


Thc Yale observers decided 
that 


ubout half the drivers who refuse to 
pass when they see an oncoming car 
were right, that i.s, passing al thai 
moment would be hazardous. Thc oth- 
er half were judged overcautious. 


The camera also recorded speed of 


passing. It showed thai six and one- 
half uiilc sfaster than the car being 
passed was thc slowest pasing speed. 
The average passing speed was nine 
and a half miles aii hour. All these 
studies were made on two-lane high- 
ways. 


Swing Music 


Swing music was tried in a manu-

The father, 
who worked in a plow factory when 
work was available, was killed not 
long after while at work on a steel 
bridge job, and the widow was left to 
support three small children, includ- 
ing one by a former marriage. She 
sewed and look in washing to keep 
the family together. Only Effie, the 
older half-sister, was old enough to 
help. Wilbert was 3. They called him 
"Bub."

His attachment to his mother was 


.strong—so strong that years later as 
word came through of his triumph at 
the Texas primary in 1938 his first 
thought was: "My greatest regret is 
that my mother is not here to know 
about it." 


But he was a "regular" boy, ami 


.swam in Ihe Ninnescah river, hunted 
quail and jackrabbits, and played boy- 
ish pranks. Old schoolmates remember 
one Halloween incident 
in 
which 


O'Daniel played lead role. He and 
Charlie Barrett caught a neighbor's 
donkey and dragged him to the two- 
story brick schoolhouse. There they 
lied the long bell-rope 
that hung 


clown from the school tower about 
the brute's neck. All night long Ar- 
lington residents uneasily wondered 
why the school bell kept ringing and 
ringing. 


A Success From First Venture 


While still a mere boy, Wilbert 


worried about the family's money 
matters, saying to his mother "What 
am 1 going to do? I've got to do some- 
thing, but I don't know what." Work 
unloading coal cars at a wage that 
amounted to 6 cents a ton came as a 
welcome opportunity to help. 


But by thc time young O'Daniel had 


finished grade school, greater fields 
wore opening. He wanted to go to

Relation of Temperatures Outdoors and Indoors 


Decides Home Comfort 


(This is the second of thre art- 


icles by 'Dr. Fishbein in which he 
discusses 
the 
relation 
between 


housing and health.) 


In connection with new improve- 


. ments .in housing throughout the na- 


tion, special attention is now being 
given to methods df heating and venti- 
lating the places in which we live. 


As has been pointed 'out by Dr. C. 


C. Yaglou of 'the Department of In- 
dustrial Hygiene in the School of Pub- 
lic Health of Harvard 'University, we 
heat our homes not in order to warm 
up the occupants but rather to pre- 
vent or control'the rate of loss of heat 
from the'bodies of the-occupants. Thus 
we produce a condition of comfort at 
the lowest possible-temperature of the 
air that will prevent contrast of the 
air in the room with that outside. 


We are concerned not -only, then, 


with the heating system, which is just 
one-half the problem, but also with 
the kind of building materials that 
make up the walls, floor, and the ceil- 
ing. Our feeling of warmth depends 
-not only on the temjwrature of the air

If, how- \ 
ever, a home is poorly built, it may | 
be uncomfortable even with the tern- j 
perature at 75 degrees F., or even at 
80 degrees F. in cold weather. 


Not only do the cold walls and win- 


dows produce excessive radiation of 
heat from the human body but they 
also chill the air and alllow much 
leakage of outside air through cracks 
and crevices. The cold air will fall to 
the floor and chill the feet, while the 
warm air is pushed up by natural pro- 
cesses to the ceiling. 


For this reason suitable insulation 


of the walls, windows, and doors will

'pHE governments -of three work 


powers have ruled over th* 


fertile black soil of Iowa since th< 
first white men came—Marquette 
and Joliet in 1673, and Hennepin 
in 1680. 
. 


As a part of the Mississippi val- 


ley, Iowa was taken into the for- 
mal possession of France in 1682 
Almost a hundred years later 
1762, it was ceded to Spain. 
In 


1800 it was retroceded to France 
Three years later Iowa came un- 
der the American flag for all time 


It was ruled from 1804-1805 as 


part of the District of Louisiana 
under the Old Indiana Territory 
government. Successively it was 
joverned as part of the Louisiana 
Territory, part of Missouri Terri- 
tory, part of the unorganized ter- 
ritory of the United States, a sec- 
tion of the Michigan Territory and 
from 1836 to 1838, a part of Wis- 
consin Territory. . 


Finally, in 1838, Iowa separated 


from Wisconsin because of lack of 
courts for judicial relief in a wild 
era. The Wisconsin Territory wa<: 
divided and the western portion 
named Iowa, and out of this with 
its present bounds the state was 
eventually carved in 1846. The 
name, Iowa, was taken from a 
tribe of Siouan Indians which in- 
habited Iowa when the French-' 
men .arrived in 1673. 


As. early as 1840 the Territory 


then with a population of 43,1!2 
voted to seek admission into the 
union. It became a state finally 
in 1846. This year marks the 100th 
anniversary of the old" Territory 
for which the special U. S. stamp 
above was issued.

A RESOLUTION TO SUBMIT AN

TION, TO PROVIDE THAT THE

AND 
P R O B A T E 


COURTS; AMENDING SECTIONS 19. 
34. AND 35 OF ARTICLE VII OF THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


BE IT RESOLVED by the House of 


Representatives of the State of Ar- 
kansas and the Senate of the State of 
Arkansas, a majority oC all the mem- 
bers elected to each House agreeing 
thereto; that the following be, and tht> 
same is hereby proposed as an amend- 
ment lo the Constitution of the State 
of Arkansas, to-wil: 


Section 1. Section 34 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 34. 
In each county the 


Judge of the court having jurisdiction 
in matters of equity shall be judge of 
the court of probate, and have sucli 
exclusive original jurisdiction in mat- 
ters relative to the probate of wills, the 
estates of deceased persons, executors, 
administrators, guardians, and persons 
of unsound mind and their estates, as 
is now vested in courts of probate, or 
may bo hereafter prescribed by law. 
The judge of the probate court shall 
try all issues of the law and of facts 
arising in causes or proceedings with- 
in the jurisdiction of said court and 
therein pending. The regular terms of 
the courts of probate shall be held at 
such times as is now or may hereafter 
be prescribed by law; and the Genera] 
Assembly may provide for the consoli- 
dation 
of 
chancery 
and 
probate 


courts." 


.Section 2. Section 35 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 35. Appeals may be taken 


from judgments and ovders of courts 
of probate to the Supreme Court; and 
until otherwise provided by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be taken in the 
same manner as appeals from courts 
of chancery and subject to the same 
regulations and restrictions." 


Section 3. Section 19 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 19. The clerks of the cir- 


cuit courts shall be elected by the 
qualified 
electors 
of 
the 
several 


counties for the term of two years, 
and shall be cx-officio clerks of the 
county and probate courts and re- 
corder; provided, that in any county 
having a population exceeding fifteen 
thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last Federal census, there shall be 
elected a county clerk, in like mariner 
as tile clerk of the circuit court, and 
in such cose the county clerk shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the probate court 
of such county until otherwise pro- 
vided by the General Assembly." 


Section 4. The provisions of the 


•Constitution of the State of Arkansas 
in conflict with this amendment are 
hereby repealed in so far as they are 
in conflict herewith; and this amend- 
ment shall take effect on the first day 
of January next following its adoption.

Terrace Outlet 


The most important part of a terrace 


system is the outlet. If, for any rea- 
son, a properly protected outlet cannot 
be provided, the system is doomed be- 
fore it is built, and is likely to do 
more harm than good. 


A pasture, wooded area, field boun- 


dary, an abandoned road, or a suitable 
natural watercourse may be develop- 
ed into a suitable outlet, according to 
information just received by Earl L. 
Arnold, Extension Agricultural Engi- 
neer, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. It is ideal to spread 
the water to such an extent that it is 
taken up readily in the soil. This can 
frequently be accomplished by allow- 
ing each terract to have its own in- 
dividual outlet onto a pasture or 
wooded area. 


Under favorable conditions on mod- 


erate slopes, Mr. Arnold said that a 
terrace outlet may be satisfactorily pro- 
tected by vegetation. Then the out- 
lets should, be from 8 to 16 feet in 
width, and the sod laid in stripe across 
the bottom of the outlets covering one- 
fifth to one-third of the area. It is of- 
ten desirable to place wooden baffles 
in the outlet to control erosion until 
the vegetation is thoroughly establish- 
ed.

Trench Silo 


There are many acres of late corn 


and sorghum crops in Hempstead coun- 
ty now that should be stored in a 
trench silo within a very short lime. 


Farmers should not overlook Ihese 


crops jusl because they already have 
their barns filled with abundant crops 
of lespedc/.a and oilier legume hays. 
The storage of Ihesc acreages of late 
corn and sorghum in trench silo will 
provide an insurance in future years 
against crop failures and periods of 
short feed supplies. 


Late corn in most instances will 


make a very low grain yield and poor 
fodder if cut and cured dry. How- 
ever, it will make excellent silage, and 
should be saved this way, according 
to V. L. Greeg, Excnsion Dairyman, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


There is a big acreage of sorghum 


crops this year throughout Arkansas, 
Mr. Gregg said, of both sweet and 
grain varieties. Some fields are ready 
now for the silo, while others will 
come in later. However, an abundant 
supply of feed is on hand on most 
farms at this time, and farm people 
:hould take advanlage of this situation 
by storing it in trench silos for use in 
less favorable times.
